Today's 
article deals on the Medicare 
Voluntary Plan, known as Plan 
"B ".

In the third and final series 
on 
Medicare, the 
Voluntary 
Plan, known as Plan B, where 
every aged person may, if they 
choose, pay a $3.00 monthly 
fee, on and after July 1, for 
additional medical service. 
What will the Voluntary Plan 
do for the man or woman over 
65. 
It will pay the largest part 
of a doctor's bill, amounting 
to 80 per cent, less the first 
$50. n iis amount will be paid, 
whether furnished in a hospital, 
clinic, office, home or else- 
where. 
The plan pays the physicians 
in fields of pathology, x-ray, 
physical therapy and anesthe­ 
tics. Also paid will be pro­ 
fessional 
supplies, 
including 
drugs and biologicals which can­ 
not be self-administered. 
Also paid will be home health 
service without previous hos­ 


pitalization, with 100 visits. 
Hospital or medical services 
also include, diagnostic x-ray, 
radium and radio - active iso­ 
type 
treatments. Ambulance 
service will also be provided 
if the patient is unable to travel 
by other methods. 
Other medical provisions to 
be offered in the plan will be 
surgical 
dressings, 
splints, 
casts for reduction offractures 
and dislocations. Also provided 
will be rental of iron lungs, 
oxygen tents, hospital beds and 
wheelchairs that may be needed 
in the patient's home. 


Included also are prosthetic 
devices which replaces all or 
part of an internal body organ, 
braces, artificial legs, arms 
and eyes. 
Here are the things that the 
Voluntary Plan will not pro­ 
vide: 
It will not pay for the first 
$50 for service, and a balance 
of 20 per cent. 
The plan will not pay for 
charges made by an immediate 
relative 
or household mem­ 
ber. Nor will it pay for any 
drugs that a patient can give 
to themselves. 
The plan will not include any 


telephone charges, TV in hos­ 
pital, orthopedic shoes, ordin­ 
ary dental service and dentures, 
eyeglasses and examinations, 
hearing aids, examinations or 
immunization. 
In conclusion, there are nine 
services, some minor 
and 
some major, that have been 
brought out in the two plans, 
that will not be furnished by 
either the Medicare or 
the 
Voluntary 
plan 
and 
were 
pointed out in this and previous 
articles. 
They are; no private room in 
a hospital or nursing home. No 
private nurse or attendant. No 
drugs furnished that can 
be 
taken by the patient themselves. 
No routine physical checkup, 
eye glasses and examinations, 
hearing aids and examinations 
and immunizations. 


Other items not included in 
either plan are, orcinary den­ 
tal 
services and dentures, 
orthopedic 
shoes, custodial 
care, cosmetic surgery except 
for prompt repair of an acci- 
dential injury or for a body 
malformation, or transporta­ 
tion to a hospital or nursing 
home unless an ambulance is 
medically necessary.

Stafford is to steer Gemini 9 
on several rendezvous attempts 
with an Agena target satellite 
and jolt Gemini 9 into a new 
orbit 
by firing the 
16,000- 
pound-thrust 
Agena 
engine 
while their spacecraft is hooked 
up with it. 
The flight plan for Gemini 9 
“ is to date one of the most com­ 
plex and sophisticated,” Air 
Force Lt. Col. Stafford said. 
Today's countdown — called a 
simultaneous 
launch demon­ 
stration — is the start of two 
days of intensive rehearsals 
designed to test equipment and 
brief technicians in the block­ 
house on procedures necessary 
to launch Gemini and its Agena 
target satellite one hour, 29 
minutes apart. 
Wednesday Gemini 9 will go 
through a simulated flight— 
where it is counted down for 
three practice liftoffs. Equip­ 
ment in the spaceship and on 
the ground which will be used 
during early phases of the ac­ 
tual flight will be checked out. 
Preparations continued for a 
noon 
EST liftoff Wednesday 
for a scientific satellite called 


Atmospheric 
Explorer. 
The 
spacecraft, a shiny ball weigh­ 
ing 495 pounds, is scheduled to 
ride a Delta rocket into an egg- 
shaped orbit ranging from 170 
to 750 miles above the earth to 
study the chemistry of the up­ 
per atmosphere.

public hearings on the legality 
of the U.S. presence in

Nam. He said only next fall's 
elections can prevent escalation 


of the war. 
Johnson, a devotee of polls, 
is convinced he has majority 
support for continuing the war 
on a restricted basis. He has 
taken pains to make it clear he 
discounts it as an issue likely 
to topple 
Democrats - par­ 
ticularly those who 
support 
him •• in the November voting 
on Senate and House races. 
Republicans in Congress think 
it will be a major issue. But 
they are divided on how to 
handle it. 
House GOP Leader Gerald R. 
Ford favors pressing charges 
that the administration has been 
mismanaging the war. But Sen­ 
ate Republican Leader Everett 
M. Dirksen wants the issue of a 
frustrating war to speak for it­ 
self, 
without 
Republican 
prompting. 
Outside of Congress, Barry 
Goldwater, the 1964 GOP presi­ 
dential nominee, and

A GREAT AMERICAN 
Today is the 42nd anniversary of the appoint­ 
ment of J. Edgar Hoover as director of the 
-Federal Bureau of Investigation — and if ever a 
public official deserved an anniversary toast, 
surely he is the man. 
The happy choice of Hoover to the top job 
in the FBI was made by the late Harlan Fiske 
Stone, 
attorney general in the 
cabinet of 
-"President Calvin Coolidge, later appointed to 
rrthe Supreme Court. 
The Justice Department and its investigative 
* arm had been in disgrace before Stone and 
Hoover began in 1924 to figure in the head­ 
lines. William J. Burns was head G-man during 
I the Harding administration. Harry M. Daugherty 
■? was Harding’s attorney general. 
' Daugherty was the chief of the so-called Ohio 
^gang which accompanied Harding to power. Like­ 
wise, Daugherty was a principal figure in the 
. scandals which degraded the Harding adminis­ 
tration . President Coolidge forced Daugherty 
*out of the cabinet in 1924 and named Stone to 
succeed him. 
One of Stone’s first acts was to make29-year- 
~"old J. Edgar Hoover director of the newly created 
FBI. Stone and Hoover began accomplishing the 
almost impossible. Their task was to restore 
public confidence in the Department of Justice. 
Daugherty had left the department under charges 
of corruption. 
These charges developed out of an investiga­ 
tion said by the Encyclopedia of American His­ 
tory to have “ revealed that the attorney general, 
acting in concert with members of the Ohio 
gang, had received payments from violators of 
the prohibition laws and also-disclosed that 
Daugherty 
prosecute ¿?aft in the 
Veterans’ Bureain**ijaugherty was acquitted in 
1937 of a conspiracy charge. 
The young J. Edgar Hoover established high 
standards for the FBI. He compelled his men 
and his organization to conform precisely to 
those standards just as he himself conformed. 
Soon Hoover became a legend in his own time. It 
became standard operating procedure for the 
Congress and for presidents to call on Hoover 
and his men when the nation was troubled by 
law enforcement problems of such nature that 
the citizens were uneasy in their beds at night. 
That is the way it was after Charles A. Lind­ 
bergh, Jr., was kidnapped and murdered. Con­ 
gress enacted the Lindbergh kidnap law and 
stipulated that Hoover’s FBI would enforce it. 
Not a moment too roon, either. Prohibition ended 
in 1933 and the booze hoodlums turned to a new 
business— kidnapping. Others began knocking 
over national banks. They also were in the FBI 
jurisdiction. 
One by one the Dillingers and 
Machine Gun Kellys were disposed of. 
Meantime, the Communists were crawling out 
of the woodwork in the United States. Hoover’s 
FBI drew the assignment to ride herd on the 
Commies. Then began the ceaseless effort of the 
Commies, their friends and their dupes to get 
Hoover. Why? Because Hoover’s FBI is the 
most effective existing bar against the objectives 
of all Communists here and abroad, which is to 
bury the American way of life. 
The get-Hoover operators recently have been 
off on a new slant. They tried to tell the American 
people that Hoover was dragging his heels in the 
civil rights troubles and, more specifically, that 
the FBI was soft on the Ku Klux Klan. 
A great many Americans cheer Hoover for the 
enemies he has made.

With large, distinct signs that reflect a car’s 
headlights on all modern highways today, it’s 
difficult to visualize the time, early in this 
century, when highway signs were boards nailed 
to trees. Farmers scribbled the name of the 
next town on them. 
Shortly after 1900, motorists were following the 
directions of the popular Aubomobile Blue Book. 
Here is a typical entry: “Turn right at the red 
barn, left at the trolley tracks, and right again 
where the road forks at an oak tree with a 
knothole on the north side.” 
Thousands of motorists probably ended up in 
the wrong county by turning at the wrong red 
barn. 
Motorists used to 
.irry photo albums for 
routes. As .hey chugged along, they 


would look for the landmarks pictured in the 
album. 
The first comprehensive system of road signs 
in the United States was inaugurated by the De­ 
troit Auto Club — now the Automobile Club 
of Michigan. The Club marked routes by painting 
stripes in keyed color combinations around 
utility poles. When two or more routes coincided, 
utility pools took on a barber pole appearance. 
One of the first routes marked in this way was 
the Detroit-to-Chicago road via Ann Arbor, 
Jackson, Battle Creek, Kalamazoo and St. Joseph. 
Banded utility poles have disappeared now— 
replaced by signs that cost from $10 up to 
hundreds of dollars for very large ones. Modern 
road signs generally are getting bigger--so they 
can be seen and comprehended by motorists 
traveling at high turnpike speeds. 
The emphasis nowadays is on visibility. No 
more scribbling on boards. Now, by edict of 
the U.S. Bureau of Public Roads, signs that 
drivers need to see at night must be reflec­ 
tive. 
These signs that glow in headlights at night 
are a big improvement over boards and knot­ 
holes which are barely visible during the day. 
♦ * *

Improvement and increase in advertising means 
progress and growth to business. 
Companies which do little or no advertising 
quickly find out this when they compare their 
sales with those of concerns which advertise. 
Competitive selling and advertising are two of 
the main factors which make capitalism in 
the American economy workable. If companies 
had believed “if none of us advertise then we’ll 
all keep the same position in the market” our 
economy would be perhaps 75 years behind times. 
Today consumers might be driving 20 horse­ 
power automobiles kept off the ground by solid, 
rough rubber tires. Or perhaps they would have 
no conception of the automobile at all. 
But early manufacturers knew better. They 
knew that to keep their share of the market 
or make gains, effective promotion was neces­ 
sary. Competitive advertising was a direct cause 
of mass production technology and efficiencies 
of large scale manufacturing. 
Improvements of consumer goods, more ef­ 
ficient production, and finally an ultimate saving 
to the consumer soon developed from the use 
of advertising by competing firms. 
In retailing the same theory works. The local 
grocery store which does large scale advertis­ 
ing can offer goods at a cheaper price. This 
means more money for the owner since he sells 
more goods, and more real income for the con­ 
sumer who can buy goods for less.

Seventy per cent of the shoppers who peren­ 
nially leave small cities to buy Christmas 
needs in distant metropolitan centers gain noth­ 
ing in variety or savings. 
This estimate, made from a study of markets 
in cities under 25,000, is considered conserva­ 
tive by some retailers. The merchant may justly 
wonder why local citizens—perhaps his own 
family—travel 50 or 100 miles to buy Christmas 
gifts. 
Who is responsible for the recurrent sapping 
of community wealth? Why is loyalty to the local 
community so flagrantly void? 
The merchant who raises such questions should 
look first to himself. He may be responsible. 
The retailer who fails to inform consumers that 
his bicycles or doll carriages are attractive 
in price and quality may be responsible for 
shopping in metropolitan media. 
It is an essential service in retailing to inform 
the community that variety, brand names, and 
bargains are conveniently available. 
The consumer habitually depends upon news­ 
paper advertising to complete a lengthy Christ­ 
mas list. He can not shop at home if he does 
not know who has what in local stores. 
The shopper, then, often fails his local re­ 
tailer only because the retailer first fails to 
provide an essential service through advertising.

Missouri's traffic death toll 
for the first four months of 
1966 ran at the same record- 
breaking 
pace set 
in 1965. 
Thrdugh April, 415 fatalities 


had been recorded in the State. 
This is one more than was 
recorded for the same period 
last year. 
In a study of traffic deaths 
during the first four months 
of this year, the Missouri High­ 
way Patrol Division of Safety 
found that last 
month had the 
most fatalities, 110. Next high­ 
est was March with 107; Jan­ 
uary accounted for 104; and the 
month of February claimed 94 
lives on Missouri roadways. 
Fifty of the State's traffic 
victims were pedestrians. This 
compares with 57 pedestrian 
deaths during the first four 
months of 1965. 
There 
were more multiple 
deaths this year than during 
the same period of 1965. One 
hundred and forty-one people 
lost their lives in 57 multiple 
death accidents in the first 
four months of 1966. This com­ 
pares to 137 lives lost in 51 
multiple death crashes over the 
same period last year. 
Weekends continued to be a 
tragic time on Missouri streets 
and highways. A total of 263 
deaths, or 53 per cent of the 
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total traffic fatalities during 
the first four months of this 
year, occurred on weekends. 
There were only four weekend 
days when a death was not 
recorded in Missouri traffic. 
The oldest victim killed dur­ 
ing the four month period was 
a 90 year old pedestrian. The 
youngest was not a pedestrian. 
He was only four months old 
and was never given the op­ 
portunity to walk. The young­ 
ster was killed in a two-car 
crash in St. Louis County.

LEAVES FROM THE 
CAPITALIST BOOK 
Is communism turning capi­ 
talist in its effort to spur a 
lagging economy? Not quite-- 
but more and more reports say 
that it is taking leaves from 
the despised capitalist book. 
For 
instance, 
Time maga­ 
zine reports: “ While Western 
businessmen are traveling be­ 
hind the Iron Curtain in increas­ 
ing numbers, Western ideas are 
crossing the frontiers with even 
greater ¿pipact-raad some of 
them archHffinrtg* up a kind of 
revolution.' "Bfesef "by economic 
problems that stem 
largely 
from their doctrinaire Marx­ 
ism, the nations of the Soviet 
bloc are turning to many capi­ 
talistic practices that they once 
roundly condemned.” 
Chief among these, apparent­ 
ly, are Soviet experiments with 
something akin to our own prof­ 
it system. Incentives are being 
offered to workers who really 
produce. And plant managers 
whose operations show a profit 
and 
an 
above-the-norm ef­ 
ficiency are rewarded too--not 
only with more money, but with 
such prizes as better housing 
and motor cars. 
Marxist economic theory is far 
from dead in the Soviet world, 
but it is taking on a sickly 
cast. The reason: It just doesn't 
work.

THEIR SURVIVAL AT STAKE 
Foreign 
Minister 
Thanat 
Khoman of Thailand has called 
for an international force to help 
Vietnam in its anti-Communist 
war. His country, he said, is 
willing to send troops, and so 
are many others. In Korea, 8,- 
000 veterans have volunteered. 
In response, Ku Cheng-kang, 
chairman of the Asian Peoples' 
Anti-Communist League, de­ 
clared in Taipei that the Repub­ 


lic of China could provide from 
50,000 to 100,000 battle-tested 
veterans to fight the Viet Cong 
in Vietnam. Ku said further 
that organization of an anti- 
Communist Asian force is the 
common and unanimous desire 
of the more than 20 countries 
that are members of the League, 
since they realize that the whole 
of Asia is under the threat 
of Communist aggression. 
Both the Thai foreign minister 
and 
Chairman Ku were em­ 
phatic, however, on the point 
that any such force must be 
formed outside of the UN. 
In urging such an international 
Asian force together with US 
air strikes against Viet Cong 
supply routes, the Central Daily 
News of Taipei declared on 
December 4: 
“ From the military and strat­ 
egic point of view, the anti- 
Communist war in Vietnam can 
scarcely be won unless outside 
assistance to the Viet Cong is 
cut off. We believe that if the 
US strikes at the supply routes 
and bases of the Viet Cong 
Rebels, Hanoi will be tamed and 
Moscow and Peiping will not go 
beyond verbal outcries. 
“ . . . .Vietnam and the US 
are now shouldering the war 
burden. If the responsibility is 
shared by others, the anti-Com­ 
munist position in 
Vietnam 
would be greatly strengthened.” 
This, certainly is the under­ 
statement of the yearl Nor can 
we see any logical reason for 
being stiff-necked about accept­ 
ing the aid of seasoned Asian 
troops in fighting Asian Com­ 
munists in Asia - and who can 
be stopped more easily now than 
later.

DESTRUCTIVE RODENTS 
There is an adage that says, 
“ When the cat’s away, the mice 
will play.” We propose a new 
version: “ When the rats are 
away, the mice will play.” This 
is prompted by the fact that 
killing rats only paves the way 
for an Invasion of mice, and 
rats and mice together cost our 
economy hundreds of millions 
of dollars a year in the food they 
eat or contaminate. 
This is a problem that con­ 
cerns every householder, but 
in particular the farmer. Every 


year, according to The d-Con 
Co., these rodents destroy the 
food it takes 200,000 farmers 
to grow. Much worse, 
they 
spread diseases that infect man 
and livestock, such as typhus, 
rabbit fever, infectious jaun­ 
dice and fatal food poisoning. 
A 
survey among Southern 
Farm ers revealed that 
they 
consider mice a more serious 
problem than rats. It works like 
this: a farmer puts out a rat 
poison which kills them quickly, 
thus causing other rats to be­ 
come “ bait-shy.” Also, when 
rats are killed off, mice move 
in, since they compete for the 
same food and water. 
The ideal rodenticide is that 
which kills rats only after sev­ 
eral feedings, thus giving all 
in the area a chance to feed, 
and also kills mice. Such a 
product is d-Con. 
Farmers are partly to blame 
for the continuing high damage 
done by these little creatures. 
It has been estimated that only 
30 percent of U.S. farmers have 
a year-round rodent control 
program. Every farmer should 
have one. For that matter, so 
should 
every 
homeowner, 
whether in rural or city areas.

ONLY UNDER CAPITALISM 
There is a profound irony in 
the fact that totalitarian states 
usually call themselves “ peo­ 
ples' democracies” or “ peo­ 
ples' republics” . But, in those 
states the people have almost 
nothing to say about the conduct 
of affairs, and private owner­ 
ship of property of any im­ 
portant and profitable kind is 
virtually outlawed. 
In our own country, on the other 
hand, recent years have wit­ 
nessed the dramatic develop­ 
ment of what has fortuitously 
and 
accurately been called 
“ peoples* 
capitalism” . 
This 
simply means that more and 
more typical American fam­ 
ilies have become partners in 
the great industries which pro­ 
vide us with our unprecedented 
wealth of goods and services. 
They have done this by buying 
shares of corporation stock. 
The number of shareowners is 
now estimated to be well past 
the 17 million mark and it grows 
steadily. 
Moreover, the evidence indi­ 
cates that the great bulk of this 
vast army of shareowners is 
made 
up of intelligent and 
knowledgeable investors. Most 
of them understand the folly 
of investing on tips, hunches 
and 
high-powered telephone 
solicitations. They seek 
out 
the facts and the advice of 
reputable brokers. They know 
that the value of any stock can 
go down as well as up. And, 
before investing, they build up 
funds in insurance and savings 
accounts 
to 
protect against 
emergencies. 
Only under capitalism, with 
its emphasis on the right to 


private ownership of property 
of all kinds, can a people thus 
demonstrate their faith in the 
future of the free enterprise 
system on which all our free­ 
doms rest.

TRADING WITH THE ENEMY 
In time of war, it used to be 
that trading with the enemy was 
a crime akin to treason. But 
that, like so many other ac­ 
cepted standards of another day, 
appears to be changing. We are 
at war with communism in Viet

Chamber of Commerce calls for 
expanded trade with the com­ 
munist world.

Not only does trading with this 
enemy, like trading with all 
enemies, strengthen the hand 
that is taking the lives of our 
fighting men, this is its ob­ 
vious effect against our own 
interests.

That is 
to convince the people of the 
communist - enslaved nations 
that we do not really care about 
them, that we are perfectly will­ 
ing to do business with their 
enslavers even while we make 
a show of fighting 
them in 
another part of the world. 
Ever since, between the two 
world wars, we rushed food and 
medicines to Soviet Russia to 
relieve the famine and economic 
collapse caused by Bolshevism, 
and our industrial geniuses built 
factories for the Kremlin, we 
have helped to sustain the com­ 
munist system which is dedi­ 
cated to our elimination. 
We 
have sustained it not only econ­ 
omically but psychologically, by 
giving its victims reason to be­ 
lieve we were in league with 
their oppressors. 
Now that we are openly at war 
with communism for the second 
time in fifteen years, it is time 
to stop every form of trading 
with the enemy once and for all.

realized the truth. 
When Christopher came to 
Washington this spring 
to 
mobilize Greek-American sup­ 
port for his race for governor, 
George C. Vournas, also born 
in Greece and former Presi­ 
dent of A HE PA, the American 
Hellenic Association, was dis­ 
tinctly cool. 
“We are not so low-minded 
as to leave a good man, Gov. 
Brown,” he said, “to support 
an opposing candidate whose 
only qualification is that 
he 
comes from Greece.” 
George E. Johnson of Sacra­ 
mento, also born in Greece 
and once a big financial back­ 
er of Christopher, was even 
more 
negative. He recalled 
how Christopher had followed 
Nixon’s advice in the 1962 race 
for lietuenant governor by try­ 
ing to pin the Communist label 
on opposing candidates. 
They also know that Chris­ 
topher’s convictions for his con­ 
tinued flouting of the law and 
health standards in his sale of 
milk does not justify the reputa­ 
tion of injured innocence which 
Christopher's political backers 
have tried to create. 
DRAFT DEFERRED I 
Here is a continuation of the 
record: 
After Christopher was given 
a two • year jail sentence, lat­ 
er suspended, for taking $10,. 
000 worth of secret kickbacks 
from farmers selling him milk, 
Christopher’s 
Meadow 
Glen 
Dairy went out of business. 
Christopher then started 
all 


over again under a new name, 
“ Olympic Dairy Farms.” This 
was at the start of World War 
II, when Chrostopher had been 
given a draft deferment as an 
agricultural worker. 
Immediately he 
began re­ 
ceiving more warnings from the 
San Francisco Health Depart­ 
ment for poor pasteurization, 
watering milk, using inferior 
“ manufacturing cream” 
for 
fresh coffee cream and in some 
cases failing to pasteurize milk 
at all. 
On October 2, 1943, Health 
Inspector R. E. Middlevich re­ 
ported 
that 
“ manufacturing 
cream” had been brought from 
a 
Point Reyes 
Dairy and 
transferred in San Francisco 
to a Christopher truck, then 
taken to Christopher’s plant 
where it was bottled and labeled 
as “ grade a coffee cream.” 
Oi November 4,1943, a health 
department report by Clinton 
David, senior chemist, warned 
that Christopher’s milk con­ 
tained too much water. 
On November 5, Christopher 
was warned again about watered 
milk. 
On December 14, Christopher 
was warned by the department 
of agriculture to clean and 
paint his milk plant; clean up 
the toilet; cover waste cans; 
clean milk cans and correct 
other unsanitary conditions long 
neglected. Finally on January 
14, 1944, Chief Inspector Bruce 
Engle 
threatened to revoke 
Christopher’s license. 
“Reports received from the 
department of public health 
laboratory 
indicate 
that a 
number 
of 
samples 
of 
pasteurized milk procured from 
your plant and dairy vehicles 
over 
your plant and dairy 
vehicles over a period of sev­ 
eral 
weeks,” 
Engle wrote 
Christopher, “ were found upon 
analysis 
to 
contain varying 
amounts of added water up to 
20 per cent. 


“It should be unnecessary to 
mention to you that the adulter­ 
ation of milk by the addition 
of water is an illegal practice, 
fraught with great danger to 
the public health.” 


SECOND CONVICTION 
Christopher had already been 
arrested, November 15, 1943, 
on the charge of selling adul- 
terated cream. Despite this, 
the practice had continued. The 
above warning was issued Jan­ 
uary 15, 1944. Three weeks 
later, February 7, 1944, Chris­ 
topher pleaded guilty in 
the 
criminal division of the San 
Francisco Municipal court to 
the charge ofbottling and selling 
adulterated cream. He paid a 
$100 fine. 
Complaints of filth in his plant 
continued, however, and on Sep­ 
tember 6, 1944, nine months 
after his conviction, a health 
department inspector 
wrote: 
“ Milk tasted bad, and 
only 
a small amount was consumed. 
Victim felt nauseated but oth­ 
erwise not made 111. . . Bottle 
contained remnants of the lar­ 
vae of an insect attached to 
the sides of the glass.” 
Despite this, Christopher in 
1946 was elected to the San 
Francisco 
Board of Super­ 
visors. As a member of the 
board he began to solicit busi­ 
ness 
from 
concessionaires 
doing business with the city 
of San Francisco. 
Later, as mayor, he 
con­ 
tinued to sell milk to lessees 
of the city, becoming the major 
supplier of milk to lessees of 
the San Francisco International 
Airport. 
It was the mayor who named 
the members of the city com­ 
mission which in turn signed the 
leases with the concessionaires 
who bought his milk. 
That’s how Doddism is prac­ 
ticed on the West Coast by the 
man who now aspires to be gov­ 
ernor of California.

Described by a Boston psychi­ 
atrist, the venture obviously 
ofiers one approach to help les­ 
sen a possible strain on public 
and private mental hospitals 
when the medicare program for 
the nation's oldsters becomes 
effective this summer. 
Dr. Dana M. Sheldon, asso­ 
ciate director of the Psychi­ 
atric Home Treatment Service, 
Bosotn State Hospital, told about 
it in a report to the 122nd 
annual meeting of the American 
Psychiatric Association. 
Delcaring the service is “ a 
pioneering venture in communi­ 
ty psychiatry in this country” — 
and that it is modeled on the 
“ highly successful mobile psy­

The service serves the entire

In the 1964 term, the Court 
turned another constitutional 
guarantee of property rights 
into a similar mirage in a 
complicated and 
little pub­ 
licized case, City of El Paso 
v. Simmons. In 1897, to sell 
a great deal of surplus public 
land, the Texas legislature pro­ 
vided that purchasers thereof 
who failed to pay interest on 
the unpaid portion of the pur­ 
chase price would forfeit their 
lands to the State, but that they 
could get the land so forfeited 
back by paying accrued overdue 
interest to the State, without 
time limit. However, in 1941, 
the Texas legislature passed a 
law’ forfeiting these rights of 
redemption in the case of pur­ 
chasers who did not exercise 
them for five years. After the 
five-year period ran out, a hold­ 
er of the right to such land 
brought suit to compel the State 
to allow him to redeem a piece 
ol forfeited property, alleging 
that the new Texas five-year 
law impaired the obligation of 
contracts with the State in vio­ 
lation of Article I, Section 10 
of the United States Constitu­ 
tion. 
Ever since Daniel Webster’s 
celebrated appeal on behalf of 
Dartmouth College, the obli- 
gations-of-contract clause has 
been held to apply to

grants made to private indi­ 
viduals. The force of the con­ 
stitutional prohibition stood un­ 
impaired until 1934, when, in 
the midst of a grave depression 
that caused a national crisis 
bordering in some States almost 
on open insurrection, a 5-to-4 
decision of the Supreme Court 
held that a State temporarily 
could postpone the foreclosure 
of mortgages until more normal 
conditions returned to the real 
estate market. Chief Justice 
Hughes, speaking for the ma­ 
jority, made clear that his de­ 
cision extended only to a “ tem­ 
porary restraint of enforce­ 
ment” of contracts, and not 
their repudiation, and then only 
in times of “great public cala­ 
mity.” Even so, the four pre- 
Roosevelt conservatives wrote 
a passionate dissent to any 
deviation from strict constitu­ 
tional law. By 1945, an emer­ 
gency was no longer necessary 
to postpone a remedy; mere­ 
ly a supposed possible future 
emergency, in reality an in­ 
convenience, was enough. 
The 1964 term was the year of 
the Great Leap Forward. For 
the first time, the Court held 
that a State not only could post­ 
pone the remedy, but actually 
could cut into the right vested 
in the holder of the contract 
intself. Mr. Justice White stated 
for the Court: “For it is not 
every modification of a con­ 
tractual promise that impairs 
the obligation of contract under 
Federal law. . . 
The gist of 
his opinion was that a State 
could impair the obligation of a 


contract, even with itself if it 
were reasonable. As he put itj 
Laws which restrict a party to 
those gains reasonably to be 
expected from the contract are 
not subject to attack under the 
Contract Clause, notwithstand­ 
ing that they technically alter an 
obligation of a contract. 
Because there was a large 
amount of forfeited land that 
Texas wanted to resell, but 
which was tied up by the old 
contracts, he held that Texas 
could get rid of these contract- 
holders, thus eliminating the 
clouds on title to these lands, 
without paying them compensa­ 
tion 
under eminent domain. 
Texas was thus permitted to 
evaporate these clouds as the 
reasonable thing to do.

War and I nflation 
Are Related

WASHINGTON AP — So far 
In 1966 the two biggest argu­ 
ments are over the war In Viet 
Nam and the danger of infla­ 
tion. They are not unrelated. 
The 
more 
the 
government 
spends on war, the more profits, 
prices and wages are affected. 
Without the war, inflation might 
seem more remote. 
President Johnson, trying to 
play cautious on how far to go 
with the war and how far to go 
to prevent Inflation, is making 
people sore in both cases. 
Instead of asking for a tax 
boost as a major anti-inflation 
move, he has asked labor and 
business to take it easy. 
Easy means keeping 
down 
prices and big wage demands. 
These are his guidelines, volun­ 
tary action, requested of both 
sides. 
But there are arguments on 
all sides: There should be direct 
government controls on prices 
and wages; there should be a 
tax Increase without other con­ 
trols; neither controls nor taxes 
are needed. 
.A few things that happened 
last 
week 
show the divided 
thinking, if not confusion. 
Gardner Ackley, chairman of 
the President's Council of Eco­ 
nomic Advisers, asked whether 
it wasn't time for business to 
pant a little less about profits. 
He 
asked: 
"Does 
anyone 
Imagine that labor will continue 
to show moderation In its wage 


demands when prices and profit 
m argins 
are continually ris ­ 
ing?" 
But--many recent wage set­ 
tlem ents have substantially ex­ 
ceeded the guideline suggested 
for labor, that wage increases 
should be limited to 3.2 percent 
a year. Labor spokesmen are 
not satisfied with the guideline 
idea. 
One complaint they make: The 
guideline puts a suggested lid 
on workers while leaving the 
gate open for business profits, 
stock dividends and corporation 
executives' salaries. 
Businessmen complain John­ 
son's guideline for them is fed­ 
eral interference in free enter­ 
prise. 
Some have expressed 
fear the temporary restraint 
might become permanent. 
Right behind Ackley 
came 
William McChesney Martin Jr., 
chairman of the Federal Re­ 
serve Board which is not under 
Johnson’s 
thumb 
like 
the 
Council of Economic Advisers. 
Martin didn't plead for re ­ 
straint. He said a tax Increase 
on corporations and individuals 
is needed now as an antl-infla- 
tlonary weapon. 
Then right behind came the 
secretary of the treasury, Hen­ 
ry H. Fowler, a member of 
Johnson’s Cabinet. He raised a 
blinker light against M artin's 
call for a tax increase now. 
His argument: The economic 
trends are still so unclear that 
a 
tax increase might be an 
"o v er-cu re," at least now. 


For weeks the Johnson ad­ 
ministration has been hemming 
and hawing about the need for a 
tax 
boost, 
putting off 
any. 
thought of action on it until in­ 
flation seems more ominously 
close, if it gets closer. 
Since this is a congressional 
election year Johnson doesn't 
have to have a political phy- 
chologist tell him that a tax 
increase is not likely to make 
voters happy. 
But Johnson has a seldom- 
used 21-man Advisory Commit­ 
tee onLabor-Management Poli­ 
cy. He told it "disquieting signs 
are beginning to appear.*' 
He called on it for advice, 
saying: " I want you to ask 
yourselves: If you were presi­ 
dent, what would you do?"

“ Land reform is the essence 
of human dignity and democ­ 
racy in Latin America," the 
New York Democrat said Mon­ 
day in a Senate speech. 
Kennedy predicted "a revolu­ 
tion is coming” in Latin Amer­ 
ica and said the United States 
can affect its character, but 
not its inevitability. 


He urged a cooperative effort 
between the Alliance for Prog­ 
ress and all nations of the West­ 
ern Hemisphere which will re­ 
quire "revolutionary changes in 
the economic, social and politi­ 
cal systems of every Latin- 
American nation.” 
Kennedy said 70 per cent of 
the people control less than 4 
per cent of the land in Latin 
America, while 90 per cent of 
the continent’s land is con­ 
trolled by only 4 per cent of 
the landowners.

The plan pays the physicians 
in fields of pathology, x-ray, 
physical therapy and anesthe­ 
tics. Also paid will be pro­ 
fessional 
supplies,

drugs and biologicals which can­ 
not be self-administered. 
Also paid will be home health 
service without previous hos­ 


pitalization, with 100 visits. 
Hospital or medical services 
also include, diagnostic x-ray, 
radium and radio - active iso­ 
type 
treatm ents. Ambulance 
service will also be provided 
if the patient is unable to travel 
by other methods. 
Other medical provisions to 
be offered in the plan will be 
surgical 
dressings, 
splints, 
casts for reduction of fractures 
and dislocations. Also provided 
will be rental of iron lungs, 
oxygen tents, hospital beds and 
wheelchairs that may be needed 
in the patient's home. 


Included also are prosthetic 
devices which replaces all or 
part of an internal body organ, 
braces, artificial legs, arm s 
and eyes. 
Here are the things that the 
Voluntary Plan will not pro­ 
vide: 
It will not 
pay for the first 
$50 for service, and a balance 
of 20 per cent. 
The plan will not pay for 
charges made by an immediate 
relative 
or

ber. Nor will it pay for any 
drugs that a patient can give 
to themselves.

Astronauts to 
Rehearse Today 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. AP— 
America’s next pair of astro­ 
nauts climb into their Gemini 9 
spaceship today and rehearse 
the complex dual 
countdown 
that will send them rocketing 
aloft next Tuesday to test skills 
needed to land on the moon. 
Before next week’s three-day 
space 
adventure 
concludes, 
Navy Lt. Cmdr. Eugene A. Cer- 
nan is to take a record-dura- 
tion space walk and 
use a 
rocket-powered back pack. 
Command 
pilot 
Thomas P. 
Stafford is to steer Gemini 9 
on several rendezvous attempts 
with an Agena target satellite 
and jolt Gemini 9 into a new 
orbit 
by firing the 
16,000- 
pound-thrust 
Agena 
engine 
while their spacecraft is hooked 
up with it. 
The flight plan for Gemini 9 
"is to date one of the most com­ 
plex 
and 
sophisticated,’’ Air 
Force Lt. Col. Stafford said. 
Today’s countdown — called a 
simultaneous 
launch 
demon­ 
stration — is the start of two 
days of intensive rehearsals 
designed to test equipment and 
brief technicians in the block­ 
house on procedures necessary 
to launch Gemini and its Agena 
target satellite one hour, 29 
minutes apart. 
Wednesday Gemini 9 will go 
through a simulated flight— 
where it is counted down for 
three practice liftoffs. Equip­ 
ment in the spaceship and on 
the ground which will be used 
during early phases of the ac­ 
tual flight will be checked out.

EST liftoff Wednesday 
for a scientific satellite called 


Atmospheric 
Explorer. 
The 
spacecraft, a shiny ball weigh­ 
ing 495 pounds, is scheduled to 
ride a Delta rocket into an egg- 
shaped orbit ranging from 170 
to 750 miles above the earth to 
study the chemistry of the up­ 
per atmosphere.

In the third and final series 
on 
Medicare, the 
Voluntary 
Plan, known as Han B, where 
every aged person may, if they 
choose, pay a $3.00 monthly 
fee, on and after July I, for 
additional medical service. 
What will the Voluntary Han 
do for the man or woman over 
65. 
It will pay the largest part 
of a doctor’s bill, amounting 
to 80 per cent, less the first 
$50. This amount will be paid, 
whether furnished in a hospital, 
clinic, office, home or else­ 
where. 
The plan pays the physicians 
in fields of pathology, x>ray, 
physical therapy and anesthe­ 
tics. Also paid will be pro­ 
fessional 
supplies, 
including 
drugs and biologicals which can­ 
not be self-administered. 
Also paid will be home health 
service without previous hos­ 


pitalization, with IOO visits. 
Hospital or medical services 
also include, diagnostic x-ray, 
radium and radio • active iso- 
type 
treatments. Ambulance 
service will also be provided 
lf the patient is unable to travel 
by other methods. 
Other medical provisions to 
be offered in the plan will be 
surgical 
dressings, 
splints, 
casts for reduction of fractures 
and dislocations. Also provided 
will be rental of iron lungs, 
oxygen tents, hospital beds and 
wheelchairs that may be needed 
In the patient's home. 


Included also are prosthetic 
devices which replaces all or 
part of an internal body organ, 
braces, artificial legs, arms 
and eyes. 
Here are the things that the 
Voluntary Han will not pro­ 
vide: 
It will not 
pay for the first 
$50 for service, and a balance 
of 20 per cent. 
The plan will not pay for 
charges made by an immediate 
relative 
or household mem­ 
ber. Nor will it pay for any 
drugs that a patient can give 
to themselves. 
The plan will not include any 


telephone charges, TV in hos­ 
pital, orthopedic shoes, ordin­ 
ary dental service and dentures, 
eyeglasses and examinations, 
hearing aids, examinations or 
immunization. 


In conclusion, there are nine 
services, some minor 
and 
some major, that have been 
brought out in the two plans, 
that will not be furnished by 
either the Medicare or 
the 
Voluntary 
plan 
and 
were 
pointed out in this and previous 
articles. 
They are: no private room in 
a hospital or nursing home. No 
private nurse or attendant. No 
drugs furnished that can 
be 
taken by the patient themselves. 
No routine physical checkup, 
eye glasses and examinations, 
hearing aids and examinations 
and immunizations. 


Other items not included in 
either {dan are, orcinary den­ 
tal 
services 
and 
dentures, 
orthopedic 
shoes, 
custodial 
care, cosmetic surgery except 
for prompt repair of an acci­ 
dential injury or for a body 
malformation, or transporta­ 
tion to a hospital or nursing 
home unless an ambulance is 
medically necessary.

A GREAT AMERICAN 
Today is the 42nd anniversary of the appoint­ 
ment of J. Edgar Hoover as director of the 
-Federal Bureau of Investigation — and if ever a 
public official deserved an anniversary toast, 
surely he is the man. 
The happy choice of Hoover to the top job 
in the FBI was made by the late Harlan Fiske 
Stone, 
attorney general in the 
cabinet of 
-President Calvin Coolidge, later appointed to 
, the Supreme Court. 
*’ The Justice Department and its investigative 
* arm had been in disgrace before Stone and 
Hoover began in 1924 to figure in the head­ 
lines. William J. Burns was head G-man during 
J.the Harding administration. Harry M. Daugherty 
-? was Harding’s attorney general. 
•* Daugherty was the chief of the so-called Ohio 
^gang which accompanied Harding to power. Like­ 
wise, Daugherty was a principal figure in the 
, scandals which degraded the Harding adminis- 
Jvtration. President Coolidge forced Daugherty 
•rout of the cabinet in 1924 and named Stone to 
^succeed him. 
One of Stone’s first acts was to make29-year- 
~""Old J. Edgar Hoover director of the newly created 
FBI. Stone and Hoover began accomplishing the 
almost impossible. Their task was to restore 
public confidence in the Department of Justice. 
Daugherty had left the department under charges 
of corruption. 
These charges developed out of an investiga­ 
tion said by the Encyclopedia of American His­ 
tory to have “ revealed that the attorney general, 
acting in concert with members of the Ohio 
gang, had received payments from violators of 
the prohibition laws and ale^'-disclo6ed that 
Daugherty had^iled.fo prosecute ^faft in the 
Veterans’ Bureaiitr^nJaugherty was acquitted in 
1937 of a conspiracy charge. 
The young J. Edgar Hoover established high 
standards for the FBI. He compelled his men 
and his organization to conform precisely to 
those standards just as he himself conformed. 
Soon Hoover became a legend in his own time. It 
became standard operating procedure for the 
Congress and for presidents to call on Hoover 
and his men when the nation was troubled by 
law enforcement problems of such nature that 
the citizens were uneasy in their beds at night. 
That is the way it was after Charles A. Lind­ 
bergh, Jr., was kidnapped and murdered. Con­ 
gress enacted the Lindbergh kidnap law and 
stipulated that Hoover’s FBI would enforce it. 
Not a moment too "'oon, either. Prohibition ended 
in 1933 and the booze hoodlums turned to a new 
business-- kidnapping. Others began knocking 
over national banks. They also were in the FBI 
jurisdiction. 
One by one the Dillingers and 
Machine Gun Kellys were disposed of. 
Meantime, the Communists were crawling out 
of the woodwork in the United States. Hoover’s 
FBI drewr the assignment to ride herd on the 
Commies. Then began the ceaseless effort of the 
Commies, their friends and their dupes to get 
Hoover. Why? Because Hoover’s FBI is the 
most effective existing bar against the objectives 
of all Communists here and abroad, which is to 
bury the American way of life. 
The get-Hoover operators recently have been 
off on a new'slant. They tried to tell the American 
people that Hoover was dragging his heels in the 
civil rights troubles and, more specifically, that 
the FBI was soft on the Ku Klux Klan.

With large, distinct signs that reflect a car’s 
headlights on all modern highways today, it’s 
difficult to visualize the time, early in this 
century, w'hen highway signs were boards nailed 
to trees. Farmers scribbled the name of the 
next town on them. 
Shortly after 1900, motorists were following the 
directions of the popular Aubomobile Blue Book. 
Here is a typical entry: “Turn right at the red 
barn, left at the trolley tracks, and right again 
where the road forks at an oak tree with a 
knothole on the north side.” 
Thousands of motorists probably ended up in 
the wrong county by turning at the w'rong red 
barn. 
Motorists used to 
.\rry photo albums for 
spwtftc routes. As .hey chugged along, they 


would look for the landmarks pictured in the 
album. 
The first comprehensive system of road signs 
in the United States was inaugurated by the De­ 
troit Auto Club — now the Automobile Club 
of Michigan. The Club marked routes by painting 
stripes in keyed color combinations around 
utility poles. When two or more routes coincided, 
utility pools took on a barber pole appearance. 
One of the first routes marked in this way was 
the Detroit-to-Chicago road via Ann Arbor, 
Jackson, Battle Creek, Kalamazoo and St. Joseph. 
Banded utility poles have disappeared now— 
replaced by signs that cost from $10 up to 
hundreds of dollars for very large ones. Modern 
road signs generally are getting bigger--so they 
can be seen and comprehended by motorists 
traveling at high turnpike speeds. 
The emphasis nowadays is on visibility. No 
more scribbling on boards. Now, by edict of 
the U.S. Bureau of Public Roads, signs that 
drivers need to see at night must be reflec­ 
tive. 
These signs that glow in headlights at night 
are a big improvement over boards and knot­ 
holes which are barely visible during the day.

Improvement and increase in advertising means 
progress and growth to business. 
Companies which do little or no advertising 
quickly find out this when they compare their 
sales with those of concerns which advertise. 
Competitive selling and advertising are two of 
the main factors which make capitalism in 
the American economy workable. If companies 
had believed “ if none of us advertise then we’ll 
all keep the same position in the market” our 
economy would be perhaps 75 years behind times. 
Today consumers might be driving 20 horse­ 
power automobiles kept off the ground by solid, 
rough rubber tires. Or perhaps they would have 
no conception of the automobile at all. 
But early manufacturers knew better. They 
knew that to keep their share of the market 
or make gains, effective promotion was neces­ 
sary. Competitive advertising was a direct cause 
of mass production technology and efficiencies 
of large scale manufacturing. 
Improvements of consumer goods, more ef­ 
ficient production, and finally an ultimate saving 
to the consumer soon developed from the use 
of advertising by competing firms. 
In retailing the same theory works. The local 
grocery store which does large scale advertis­ 
ing can offer goods at a cheaper price. This 
means more money for the owner since he sells 
more goods, and more real income for the con­ 
sumer who can buy goods for less.

The merchant may justly 
wonder why local citizens--perhaps his own 
family—travel 50 or 100 m iles to buy Christmas 
gifts. 
Who is responsible for the recurrent sapping 
of community wealth? WTiy is loyalty to the local 
community so flagrantly void? 
The merchant who raises such questions should 
look first to himself. He may be responsible. 
The retailer who fails to inform consumers that 
his bicycles or doll carriages are attractive 
in price and quality may be responsible for 
shopping in metropolitan media. 
It is an essential service in retailing to inform 
the community that variety, brand names, and 
bargains are conveniently available. 
The consumer habitually depends upon news­ 
paper advertising to complete a lengthy Christ­ 
mas list. He can not shop at home if he does 
not know' w’ho has w'hat in local stores. 
The shopper, then, often fails his local re­ 
tailer only because the retailer first fails to 
provide an essential service through advertising.

Missouri’s traffic death toll 
for the first four months of 
1966 ran at the same record- 
breaking 
pace set 
in 1965. 
Through April, 415 fatalities 


had been recorded in the State. 
This is one more than was 
recorded for the same period 
last year. 
In a study of traffic deaths 
during the first four months 
of this year, the Missouri High­ 
way Patrol Division of Safety 
found that last 
month had the 
most fatalities, 110. Next high­ 
est was March with 107; Jan­ 
uary accounted for 104; and the 
month of February claimed 94 
lives on Missouri roadways. 
Fifty of the State’s traffic 
victims were pedestrians. This 
compares with 57 pedestrian 
deaths during the first four 
months of 1965. 
There 
were 
more multiple 
deaths this year than during 
the same period of 1965. One 
hundred and forty-one people 
lost their lives in 57 multiple 
death accidents in the first 
four months of 1966. This com­ 
pares to 137 lives lost in 51 
multiple death crashes over the 
same period last year. 
Weekends continued to be a 
tragic time on Missouri streets 
and highways. A total of 263 
deaths, or 63 per cent of the 


total traffic fatalities during 
the first four months of this 
year, occurred on weekends. 
There were only four weekend 
days when a death was not 
recorded in Missouri traffic. 
The oldest victim killed dur­ 
ing the four month period was 
a 90 year old pedestrian. The 
youngest was not a pedestrian. 
He was only four months old 
and was never given the op­ 
portunity to walk. The young­ 
ste r was killed in a two-car 
crash in St. Louis County.

‘ revolution.' "B&set by economic 
problems that stem 
largely 
from their doctrinaire Marx­ 
ism , the nations of the Soviet 
bloc are turning to many capi­ 
talistic practices that they once 
roundly condemned.*’ 
Chief among these, apparent­ 
ly, are Soviet experiments with 
something akin to our own prof­ 
it system. Incentives are being 
offered to workers who really 
produce. And plant managers 
whose operations show a profit 
and 
an 
above-the-norm ef­ 
ficiency are rewarded too--not 
only with more money, but with 
such prizes as better housing 
and motor cars. 
Marxist economic theory is far 
from dead in the Soviet world, 
but it is taking on a sickly 
cast. The reason: It just doesn’t 
work.

THEIR SURVIVAL AT STAKE 
Foreign 
Minister 
Thanat 
Khoman of Thailand has called 
for an international force to help 
Vietnam in its anti-Communist 
war. His country, he said, is 
willing to send troops, and so 
are many others. In Korea, 8,- 
000 veterans have volunteered. 
In response, Ku Cheng-kang, 
chairm an of the Asian Peoples’ 
Anti-Communist League, de­ 
clared in Taipei that the Repub­ 


lic of China could provide from 
50,000 to 100,000 battle-tested 
veterans to fight the Viet Cong 
in Vietnam. Ku said further 
that organization of an anti- 
Communist Asian force is the 
common and unanimous desire 
of the more than 20 countries 
that are members of the League, 
since they realize that the whole 
of Asia is under the threat 
of Communist aggression. 
Both the Thai foreign m inister 
and 
Chairman 
Ku were em ­ 
phatic, however, on the point 
that any such force must be 
formed outside of the UN. 
In urging such an international 
Asian force together with US 
air strikes against Viet Cong 
supply routes, the Central Daily 
News of Taipei declared on 
December 4: 
“ From the military and stra t­ 
egic point of view, the anti- 
Communist war in Vietnam can 
scarcely be won unless outside 
assistance to the Viet Cong is 
cut off. We believe that if the 
US strikes at the supply routes 
and bases of the Viet Cong 
rebels, Hanoi will be tamed and 
Moscow and Peiping will not go 
beyond verbal outcries. 
“ . . . .Vietnam and the US 
are now shouldering the war 
burden. If the responsibility is 
shared by others, the anti-Com ­ 
munist position in 
Vietnam 
would be greatly strengthened.” 
This, certainly is the under­ 
statement of the year! Nor can 
we see any logical reason for 
being stiff-necked about accept­ 
ing the aid of seasoned Asian 
troops in fighting Asian Com­ 
munists in Asia - and who can 
be stopped more easily now than 
later.

dice and fatal food poisoning.

survey among Southern 
F arm ers revealed that 
they 
consider mice a more serious 
problem than rats. It works like 
this: a farm er puts out a rat 
poison which kills them quickly, 
thus causing other rats to be­ 
come “ bait-shy.” Also, when 
ra ts are killed off, mice move 
in, since they compete for the 
sam e food and water. 
The ideal rodenticide is that 
which kills rats only after sev­ 
eral feedings, thus giving all 
in the area a chance to feed, 
and also kills mice. Such a 
product is d-Con. 
F arm ers are partly to blame 
for the continuing high damage 
done by these little creatures. 
It has been estimated that only 
30 percent of U.S. farm ers have 
a year-round rodent control 
program . Every farmer should 
have one. For that matter, so 
should 
every 
homeowner, 
whether in rural or city areas.

The number of shareowners is 
now estim ated to be well past 
the 17 million mark and it grows 
steadily. 
M oreover, the evidence indi­ 
cates that the great bulk of this 
vast arm y of shareowners is 
made 
up 
of 
intelligent and 
knowledgeable investors. Most 
of them understand the folly 
of investing on tips, hunches 
and 
high-powered 
telephone 
solicitations. They seek 
out 
the facts and the advice of 
reputable brokers. They know 
that the value of any stock can 
go down as well as up. And, 
before investing, they build up 
funds in insurance and savings 
accounts 
to 
protect against 
em ergencies. 
Only under capitalism, with 
its em phasis on the right to 


private ownership of property 
of all kinds, can a people thus 
demonstrate their faith in the 
future of the free enterprise 
system on which all our free­ 
doms rest.

Christopher best, his 
fellow 
Greek-Americans, once 
his 
loyal boosters, some time ago 
realized the truth. 
When Christopher came to 
Washington this spring 
to 
mobilize Greek-American sup­ 
port for his race for governor, 
George C. Vournas, also born 
in Greece and form er Presi­ 
dent of AHEPA, the American 
Hellenic Association, was dis­ 
tinctly cool. 
“ We are not so low-minded 
as to leave a good man, Gov. 
Brown,” he said, “ to support 
an opposing candidate whose 
only qualification is that 
he 
comes from Greece.” 
George E. Johnson of Sacra­ 
mento, also born in Greece 
and once a big financial back­ 
er 
of Christopher, 
was even 
more 
negative. He recalled 
how Christopher had followed 
Nixon’s advice in the 1962 race 
for lietuenant governor by try­ 
ing to pin the Communist label 
on opposing candidates. 
They also know that Chris­ 
topher’s convictions for his con­ 
tinued flouting of the law and 
health standards in his sale of 
milk does not justify the reputa­ 
tion of injured innocence which 
Christopher’s political backers 
have tried to create. 
DRAFT DEFERRED I 
Here is a continuation of the 
record: 
After Christopher was given 
a two • year jail sentence, lat­ 
er suspended, for taking $10,- 
000 worth of secret kickbacks 
from form ers selling him milk, 
Christopher’s 
Meadow 
Glen 
Dairy went out of business, 
Christopher then started 
all 


over again under a new name, 
“ Olympic Dairy Farm s.” This 
was at the start of World War 
II, when Chrostopher had been 
given a draft deferment as an 
agricultural worker. 
Immediately 
he 
began re­ 
ceiving more warnings from the 
San Francisco 
Health Depart­ 
ment for poor pasteurization, 
watering milk, using inferior 
“ manufacturing cream” 
for 
fresh coffee cream and in some 
cases foiling to pasteurize milk 
at all. 
On October 2, 1943, Health 
Inspector R. E. Middlevich re­ 
ported 
that 
“ manufacturing 
cream ” had been brought from 
a 
Point 
Reyes 
Dairy and 
transferred in San Francisco 
to 
a Christopher 
truck, then 
taken to Christopher’s plant 
where it was bottled and labeled 
as “ grade a coffee cream .” 
On November 4,1943, a health 
department report by Clinton 
David, senior chemist, warned 
that Christopher's milk 
con­ 
tained too much water. 
On November 5, Christopher 
was warned again about watered 
milk. 
On December 14, Christopher 
was warned by the department 
of agriculture 
to 
clean and 
paint his milk plant; clean up 
the toilet; cover waste cans; 
clean milk cans and correct 
other unsanitary conditions long 
neglected. Finally on January 
14, 1944, Chief Inspector Bruce 
Engle 
threatened to 
revoke 
Christopher’s license. 
“ Reports received from the 
department 
of public health 
laboratory 
indicate 
that 
a 
number 
of 
samples 
of 
pasteurized milk procured from 
your plant and dairy vehicles 
over 
your 
plant 
and 
dairy 
vehicles over a period of sev­ 
eral 
weeks,” 
Engle wrote 
Christopher, “ were found upon 
analysis 
to 
contain varying 
amounts of added water up to 
20 per cent. 


“ It should be unnecessary to 
mention to you that the adulter­ 
ation of milk by the addition 
of water is an illegal practice, 
fraught with great danger to 
the public health.” 


SECOND CONVICTION 
Christopher had already been 
arrested, November 15, 1943, 
on the charge of selling adul­ 
terated cream. Despite this, 
the practice had continued. The 
above warning was issued Jan­ 
uary 15, 1944. Three weeks 
later, February 7, 1944, Chris­ 
topher pleaded guilty in 
the 
criminal division of the San 
Francisco Municipal Court to 
the charge of bottling and selling 
adulterated cream . He paid a 
$100 fine. 
Complaints of filth in his plant 
continued, however, and on Sep­ 
tember 6, 1944, nine months 
after his conviction, a health 
department inspector 
wrote: 
“ Milk tasted bad, and 
only 
a small amount was consumed. 
Victim felt nauseated but oth­ 
erwise not made ill. . . Bottle 
contained remnants of the la r­ 
vae of an Insect attached 
to 
the sides of the glass.” 
Despite this, Christopher in 
1946 was elected to the San 
Francisco 
Board of Super­ 
visors. As a member of the 
board he began to solicit busi­ 
ness 
from 
concessionaires 
doing business with the city 
of San Francisco. 
L ater, as mayor, he 
con­ 
tinued to sell milk to lessees 
of the city, becoming the major 
supplier of milk to lessees of 
the San Francisco International 
Airport. 
It was the mayor who named 
the members of the city com­ 
mission which in turn signed the 
leases with the concessionaires 
who bought his milk. 
That’s how Doddism is prac­ 
ticed on the West Coast by the 
man who now aspires to be gov­ 
ernor of California.

Today is the 42nd anniversary of the appoint­ 
ment of J. Edgar Hoover as director of the 
,Federal Bureau of Investigation — and if ever a 
public official deserved an anniversary toast, 
surely he is the man. 
The happy choice of Hoover to the top job 
.in the FBI was made by the late Harlan Fiske 
Stone, 
attorney general in the 
cabinet of 
-President Calvin Coolidge, later appointed to 
^the Supreme Court. 
c The Justice Department and its investigative 
^arm had been in disgrace before Stone and 
Hoover began in 1924 to figure in the head­ 
lines. William J. Burns was head G-man during 
J the Harding administration. Harry M. Daugherty 
>was Harding’s attorney general. 
* Daugherty was the chief of the so-called Ohio 
*gang which accompanied Harding to power. Like­ 
wise, Daugherty was a principal figure in the 
. scandals which degraded the Harding adminis­ 
tration . President Coolidge forced Daugherty 
*x>ut of the cabinet in 1924 and named Stone to 
* succeed him. 
One of Stone’s first acts was to make29-year- 
—Old J. Edgar Hoover director of the newly created 
FBI. Stone and Hoover began accomplishing the 
almost impossible. Their task was to restore 
public confidence in the Department of Justice. 
Daugherty had left the department under charges 
of corruption. 
These charges developed out of an investiga­ 
tion said by the Encyclopedia of American His­ 
tory to have “ revealed that the attorney general, 
acting in concert with members of the Ohio 
gang, had received payments from violators of 
the prohibition laws and ate#~>disclo€>ed that 
Daugherty had^yitid^Eo prosecute fffaft in the 
Veterans’ BureaiP®^augherty was acquitted in 
1937 of a conspiracy charge. 
The young J. Edgar Hoover established high 
standards for the FBI. He compelled his men 
and his organization to conform precisely to 
those standards just as he himself conformed. 
Soon Hoover became a legend in his own time. It 
became standard operating procedure for the 
Congress and for presidents to call on Hoover 
and his men when the nation was troubled by 
law enforcement problems of such nature that 
the citizens were uneasy in their beds at night. 
That is the way it was after Charles A. Lind­ 
bergh, Jr., was kidnapped and murdered. Con­ 
gress enacted the Lindbergh kidnap law and 
•Updated that Hoover's FBI would enforce It* 
Not a moment too *'oon, either. Prohibition ended 
in 1933 and the booze hoodlums turned to a new 
business-- kidnapping. Others began knocking 
over national banks. They also were in the FBI 
j u r i M i i c t i o n .

t h e D i l l i n g r r s a n d 
Machine Gun Kellys were disposed of. 
Meantime, the Communists were crawling out 
of the woodwork in the United States. Hoover’s 
FBI drew' the assignment to ride herd on the 
Commies. Then began the ceaseless effort of the 
Commies, their friends and their dupes to get 
Hoover. Why? Because Hoover’s FBI is the 
most effective existing bar against the objectives 
of all Communists here and abroad, which is to 
bury the American way of life.

Thousands of motorists probably ended up in 
the wrong county by turning at the w'rong red 
b a rn . 
Motorists used to 
.Try photo albums for 
f-pwtttc routes. As '.hey chugged along, they 


would look for the landmarks pictured in the 
album. 
The first comprehensive system of road signs • 
in the United States was inaugurated by the De­ 
troit Auto Club — now the Automobile Club 
of Michigan. The Club marked routes by painting 
stripes in keyed color combinations around 
utility poles. When two or more routes coincided, 
utility pools took on a barber pole appearance. 
One of the first routes marked in this way was 
the Detroit-to-Chicago road via Ann Arbor, 
Jackson, Battle Creek, Kalamazoo and St. Joseph. 
Banded utility poles have disappeared now— 
replaced by signs that cost from $10 up to 
hundreds of dollars for very large ones. Modern 
road signs generally are getting bigger—so they 
can be seen and comprehended by motorists 
traveling at high turnpike speeds. 
The emphasis nowadays is on visibility. No 
more scribbling on boards. Now, by edict of 
the U.S. Bureau of Public Roads, signs that 
drivers need to see at night must be reflec­ 
tive. 
These signs that glow in headlights at night 
are a big improvement over boards and knot­ 
holes which are barely visible during the day.

Improvement and increase in advertising means 
progress and growth to business. 
Companies which do little or no advertising 
quickly find out this when they compare their 
sales with those of concerns which advertise. 
Competitive selling and advertising are two of 
the main factors which make capitalism in 
the American economy workable. If companies 
had believed “ if none of us advertise then we’ll 
all keep the same position in the market” our 
economy would be perhaps 75 years behind times. 
Today consumers might be driving 20 horse­ 
power automobiles kept off the ground by solid, 
rough rubber tires. Or perhaps they would have 
no conception of the automobile at all. 
But early manufacturers knew better. They 
knew that to keep their share of the market 
or make gains, effective promotion was neces­ 
sary. Competitive advertising was a direct cause 
of mass production technology and efficiencies 
of large scale manufacturing. 
Improvements of consumer goods, more ef­ 
ficient production, and finally an ultimate saving 
to the consumer soon developed from the use 
of advertising by competing firms. 
In retailing the same theory works. The local 
grocery store which does large scale advertis­ 
ing can offer goods at a cheaper price. This 
means more money for the owner since he sells 
more goods, and more real income for the con­ 
sumer who can buy goods for less.

The merchant may justly 
wonder why local citizens--perhaps his own 
family—travel 50 or IOO miles to buy Christmas 
gifts. 
Who is responsible for the recurrent sapping 
of community wealth? Wily is loyalty to the local 
community so flagrantly void? 
The merchant who raises such questions should 
look first to himself. He may be responsible. 
The retailer who fails to inform consumers that 
his bicycles or doll carriages are attractive 
in price and quality may be responsible for 
shopping in metropolitan media. 
It is an essential service in retailing to inform 
the community that variety, brand names, and 
bargains are conveniently available. 
The consumer habitually depends upon news­ 
paper advertising to complete a lengthy Christ­ 
mas list. He can not shop at home if he does 
not know who has what in local stores. 
The shopper, then, often fails his local re­ 
tailer only because the retailer first fails to 
provide an essential service through advertising.

About two thirds 
move to another house in the same county; the 
others move to another county or even another 
state.

Foreign 
Minister 
Thanat 
Khoman of Thailand has called 
for an international force to help 
Vietnam in its anti-Communlst 
war. His country, he said, is 
willing to send troops, and so 
are many others In Korea, 8,- 
OOO veterans have volunteered. 
In response, Ku Cheng-kang, 
chairman of the Aslan Peoples' 
Anti-Communlst League, de­ 
clared in Taipei that the Repub­ 


lic of China could provide from 
50,000 to 100,000 battle-tested 
veterans to fight the Viet Cong 
in Vietnam. Ku said further 
that organization of an anti­ 
communist Aslan force is the 
common and unanimous desire 
of the more than 20 countries 
that are members of the League, 
since they realize that the whole 
of Asia is under the threat 
of Communist aggression. 
Both the Thai foreign minister 
and 
Chairman 
Ku were em­ 
phatic, however, on the point 
that any such force must be 
formed outside of the UN. 
In urging such an international 
Asian force together with US 
air strikes against Viet Cong 
supply routes, the Central Daily 
News of Taipei declared on 
December 4: 
“ From the military and strat­ 
egic point of view, the anti­ 
communist war in Vietnam can 
scarcely be won unless outside 
assistance to the Viet Cong is 
cut off. We believe that if the 
US strikes at the supply routes 
and bases of the Viet Cong 
rebels, Hanoi will be tamed and 
Moscow and Peiping will not go 
beyond verbal outcries. 
“ , . . .Vietnam and the US 
are now shouldering the war 
burden. If the responsibility is 
shared by others, the anti-Com- 
munist position in 
Vietnam 
would be greatly strengthened.** 
This, certainly is the under­ 
statement of the year! Nor can 
we see any logical reason for 
being stiff-necked about accept­ 
ing the a kl of seasoned Asian 
troops in fighting Asian Com­ 
munists in Asia - and who can 
be stopped more easily now than 
later.

DESTRUCTIVE RODENTS 
There is an adage that says, 
“ When the cat’s away, the mice 
will play.'* We propose a new 
version: “ When the rats are 
away, the mice will play." This 
is prompted by the fact that 
killing rats only paves the way 
for an invasion of mice, and 
rats and mice together cost our 
economy hundreds of millions 
of dollars a year in the food they 
eat or contaminate. 
This is a problem that con­ 
cerns every householder, but 
in particular the farmer. Every 


year, according to The d-Con 
Co., these rodents destroy the 
food it takes 200,000 farmers 
to grow. Much worse, 
they 
spread diseases that infect man 
and livestock, such as typhus, 
rabbit fever, infectious Jaun­ 
dice and fatal food poisoning. 
A 
survey among Southern 
Farmers revealed that 
they 
consider mice a more serious 
problem than rats. It works like 
this: a farmer puts out a rat 
poison which kills them quickly, 
thus causing other rats to be­ 
come “ bait-shy." Also, when 
rats are killed off, mice move 
in, since they compete for the 
same food and water. 
The ideal rodenticide is that 
which kills rats only after sev­ 
eral feedings, thus giving all 
in the area a chance to feed, 
and also kills mice. Such a 
product is d-Con. 
Farmers are partly to blame 
for the continuing high damage 
done by these little creatures. 
It has been estimated that only 
30 percent of U.S. farmers have 
a year-round rodent control 
program. Every farmer should 
have one. For that matter, so 
should 
every 
homeowner, 
whether in rural or city areas.

knowledgeable investors. Most 
of them understand the folly 
of investing on tips, hunches 
and 
high-powered 
telephone 
solicitations. They seek 
out 
the facts and the advice of 
reputable brokers. They know 
that the value of any stock can 
go down as well as up. And, 
before investing, they build up 
funds in insurance and savings 
accounts 
to 
protect against 
emergencies. 
Only under capitalism, with 
its emphasis on the right to 


private ownership of property 
of all kinds, can a people thus 
demonstrate their faith in the 
future of the free enterprise 
system on which all our free­ 
doms rest.

In time of war, it used to be 
that trading with the enemy was 
a crime akin to treason.

Missouri's traffic death toll 
for the first four months of 
1966 ran at the same record­ 
breaking 
pace set 
in 1965, 
Through April, 415 fatalities 


had been recorded in the State. 
This is one more than was 
recorded for the same period 
last year. 
In a study of traffic deaths 
during the first four months 
of this year, the Missouri High­ 
way Patrol Division of Safety 
found that last 
month had the 
most fatalities, HO. Next high­ 
est was March wRh 107; Jan­ 
uary accounted for 104; and the 
month of February claimed 94 
lives on Missouri roadways. 
Fifty of the State's traffic 
victims were pedestrians. This 
compares with 57 pedestrian 
deaths during the first four 
months of 1965. 
There 
were 
more multiple 
deaths this year than during 
the same period of 1965. One 
hundred and forty-one people 
lost their lives in 57 multiple 
death accidents in the first 
four months of 1966. This com­ 
pares to 137 lives lost in 51 
multiple death crashes over the 
same period last year. 
Weekends continued to be a 
tragic time on Missouri streets 
and highways. A total of 263 
deaths, or 63 per cent of the

FRANCISCO - Tile 
public relations job performed 
for George Christopher, 
ex­ 
mayor of San Francisco, now 
running for governor, has been 
so effective that the voting pub­ 
lic has no idea of his criminal 
record. 
However, those who 
know 
Christopher best, his 
fellow 
Greek-Amerlcans, once 
his 
loyal boosters, some time ago 
realized the truth. 
When Christopher came to 
Washington this spring 
to 
mobilize Greek-American sup­ 
port for his race for governor, 
George C. Vournas, also born 
in Greece and former Presi­ 
dent of A HE PA, the American 
Hellenic Association, was dis­ 
tinctly cool. 
"We are not so low-minded 
as to leave a good man, Gov. 
Brown," he said, "to support 
an opposing candidate whose 
only qualification is that 
he 
comes from Greece." 
George E. Johnson of Sacra­ 
mento, also born in Greece 
and once a big financial back­ 
er 
of Christopher, 
was even 
more 
negative. He recalled 
how Christopher had followed 
Nixon's advice in the 1962 race 
for lletuenant governor by try­ 
ing to pin the Communist label 
on opposing candidates. 
They also know that Chris­ 
topher's convictions for his con­ 
tinued flouting of the law and 
health standards in his sale of 
milk does not justify the reputa­ 
tion of injured innocence which 
Christopher's political backers 
have tried to create. 
DRAFT DEFERRED I 
Here is a continuation of the 
record: 
After Christopher was given 
a two • year jail sentence, lat­ 
er suspended, for taking $10,- 
OOO worth of secret kickbacks 
from farmers selling him milk, 
Christopher*.'* 
Meadow 
Glen 
Dairy went out of business* 
Christopher then started 
all 


over again under a new name, 
"Olympic Dairy Farms." This 
was at the start of World War 
II, when Chrostopher had been 
given a draft deferment as an 
agricultural worker. 
Immediately 
he 
began re­ 
ceiving more warnings from Ute 
San Francisco 
Health Depart­ 
ment for poor pasteurization, 
watering milk, using inferior 
"manufacturing cream" 
for 
fresh coffee cream and in some 
cases failing to pasteurize milk 
at all. 
On October 2, 1943, Health 
Inspector R. E. Mlddlevlch re­ 
ported 
that 
"manu&cturlng 
cream" had been brought from 
a 
Point 
Reyes 
Dairy and 
transferred in San Francisco 
to 
a Christopher 
truck, then 
taken to Christopher's plant 
where it was bottled and labeled 
as "grade a toffee cream." 
On November 4,1943, a health 
department report by Clinton 
David, senior chemist, warned 
that Christopher's milk 
con­ 
tained too much water. 
On November 5, Christopher 
was warned again about watered 
milk. 
On December 14, Christopher 
was warned by the department 
of agriculture 
to 
clean 
and 
paint his milk plant; clean up 
the toilet; cover waste cans; 
clean milk cans and correct 
other unsanitary conditions long 
neglected. Finally on January 
14, 1944, Chief Inspector Bruce 
Engle 
threatened to 
revoke 
Christopher's license. 
"Reports received from the 
department 
of public health 
laboratory 
indicate 
that 
a 
number 
of 
samples 
of 
pasteurized milk procured from 
your plant and dairy vehicles 
over 
your 
plant 
and 
dairy 
vehicles over a period of sev­ 
eral 
weeks," 
Engle wrote 
Christopher, "were found upon 
analysis 
to 
contain varying 
amounts of added water up to 
20 per cent. 


"It should be unnecessary to 
mention to you that the adulter­ 
ation of milk by the addition 
of water is an illegal practice, 
fraught with great danger to 
the public health.” 


SECOND CONVICTION 
Christopher had already been 
arrested, November 15, 1943, 
on the charge of selling adul­ 
terated cream. Despite this, 
the practice had continued. The 
above warning was issued Jan- 
uary 15, 1944. TTiree weeks 
later, February 7, 1944, Chris­ 
topher pleaded guilty in 
the 
criminal division of the San 
Francisco Municipal court to 
the charge of bottling and selling 
adulterated cream. He paid a 
$100 fine. 
Complaints of filth in his plant 
continued, however, and on Sep­ 
tember 6, 1944, nine months 
after his conviction, a health 
department inspector 
wrote: 
"Milk tasted bad, and 
only 
a small amount was consumed. 
Victim felt nauseated but oth­ 
erwise not made ill. . . Bottle 
contained remnants of the lar­ 
vae of an Insect attached 
to 
the sides of the glass." 
Despite this, Christopher in 
1946 was elected to the San 
Francisco 
Board of Super­ 
visors. As a member of the 
board he began to solicit busi­ 
ness 
from 
concessionaires 
doing business with the city 
of San Francisco, 
Later, as mayor, he 
con­ 
tinued to sell milk to lessees 
of the city, becoming the major 
supplier of milk to lessees of 
the San Francisco International 
Airport. 
It was the mayor who named 
the members of the city com­ 
mission which in turn signed the 
leases with the concessionaires 
who bought his milk. 
That's how Doddism is prac­ 
ticed on the West Coast by the 
man who now aspires to be gov­ 
ernor of California.

A Hall, has been

verted into a semi-honor cell 
clock in which each of the 137 
occupants

This, along with the installa­ 
tion of show er facilities on each 
tier of the other cell units, has 
boosted morale considerably, 
Wilkinson said. Previously, the 
inmates were forced to walk 
outside to another building to 
take showers. 
Another major change was 
to lower the ceiling of the dining 
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room to improve the 
general 
appearance. 
Changes 
in the 
penal sys­ 
tem’s physical plant are 
not 
the only problems Wilkinson 
has had to face. The quality 
and salaries of prison person­ 
nel have long been subject to 
criticism by the public 
and 
legislators, 
but a two • grade 
pay raise under Gov. Warren 
E. Hearnes has helped to al­ 
leviate the problem. 
The ratio of prisoners 
to 
custodial personnel is about 
nine to one, Wilkinson said, 
while 
the national average Is 
six 
to one. There are about 
3,700 inmates 
in the entire 
state penal system . „ 
Wilkinson now feels that the 
governor and the Legislature 
are 
doing 
everything within 
their powers to improve the 
state of the correction system. 
To 
improve 
inmate super­ 
vision, Wilkinson said; “ We 
are upgrading the training of 
personnel 
to handle inmates 
through 
leadership 
and in­ 
fluence rather than with tight 
discipline and controls.” 
As with most prisons, there 
is a tendency for power groups 
to develop among inmates which 
eventually can influence prison 
operations. 
To avoid this, Wilkinson said 
that most inmates are screened 
and classified every 30 to 60 
days to note changes in 
at­ 
titudes and to break up any 
potentially 
dangerous 
situa­ 
tions. 
Severa. 
chronic offenders 
have been placed in maximum 
security where they may lead 
a normal existence like their 
fellow inmates,

In the 1964 term, the Court 
turned 
another constitutional 
guarantee of property rights 
into a sim ilar mirage in a 
complicated 
and 
little 
pub­ 
licized case, City of El Paso 
v. Simmons. In 1897, to sell 
a great deal of surplus public 
land, the Texas legislature pro­ 
vided that purchasers thereof 
who failed to pay interest on 
the unpaid portion of the pur­ 
chase price would forfeit their 
lands to the State, but that they 
could get the land so forfeited 
back by paying accrued overdue 
interest to the State, without 
time limit. However, in 1941, 
the Texas legislature passed a 
law' forfeiting these rights of 
redemption in the case of pur­ 
chasers w’ho did not exercise 
them for five years. After the 
five-year period ran out, a hold­ 
er of the right to such land 
brought suit to compel the State 
to allow him to redeem a piece 
of forfeited property, alleging 
that the new Texas five-year 
law impaired the obligation of 
contracts with the State in vio­ 
lation of Article I, Section 10 
of the United States Constitu­ 
tion. 
Ever since Daniel Webster’s 
celebrated appeal on behalf of 
Dartmouth College, the obli- 
gations-of-contract clause has 
been held to apply to 
State

grants made to private indi­ 
viduals. The force of the con­ 
stitutional prohibition stood un­ 
impaired until 1934, when, in 
the midst of a grave depression 
that caused a national crisis 
bordering in some States almost 
on open insurrection, a 5-to-4 
decision of the Supreme Court 
held that a State temporarily 
could postpone the foreclosure 
of mortgages until more normal 
conditions returned to the real 
estate market. Chief Justice 
Hughes, speaking for the ma­ 
jority, made clear that his de­ 
cision extended only to a “ tem­ 
porary 
restraint of enforce­ 
ment” of contracts, and not 
their repudiation, and then only 
in times of “great public cala­ 
mity.” Even so, the four pre- 
Roosevelt conservatives wrote 
a passionate dissent to any 
deviation from strict constitu­ 
tional law. By 1945, an emer­ 
gency was no longer necessary 
to postpone a remedy; mere­ 
ly a supposed possible future 
emergency, in reality an in­ 
convenience, w'us enough. 
The 1964 term was the year of 
the Great Leap Forward. For 
the first time, the Court held 
that a State not only could post­ 
pone the remedy, but actually 
could cut into the right vested 
in the holder of the contract 
intself. Mr. Justice White stated 
for the Court; “ For it is not 
every modification of a con­ 
tractual promise that impairs 
the obligation of contract under 
Federal law. . . 
The gist of 
his opinion was that a State 
could impair the obligation of a 


conti act. even with itself, if it 
were reasonable. As he put it: 
Laws which restrict a party to 
those gains reasonably to be 
expected from the contract are 
not subject to attack under the 
Contract Clause, notwithstand­ 
ing that they technically alter an 
obligation of a contract. 
Because there was a large 
amount of forfeited land that 
Texas wanted to resell, but 
which was tied up by the old 
contracts, he held that Texas 
could get rid of these contract- 
holders, thus eliminating the 
clouds on title to these lands, 
without paying them compensa­ 
tion 
under 
eminent domain. 
Texas was thus permitted to 
evaporate these clouds as the 
reasonable thing to do.

Official Returns 
In For Alabama 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. (AP) — 
Official election returns from 
last week’s Democratic party 
primary show that Mrs. George 
C. Wallace, aspiring to succeed 
her 
governor-husband, 
dealt 
nine 
male opponents a more 
thorough defeat than was first 
thought. 
A special party subcommittee 
meets here today to canvass the 
returns once more — as re­ 
quired by law — but the story of 
the numbers was already clear. * 
Mrs. Wallace, 39, a mother of 
four, won the Democratic party 
gubernatorial nomination by a 
clear majority and left her foes 
-- some of them critics of her 
husband Gov. George C. Wallace 
— far behind. 
The final returns, released in 
Birmingham by Roy Mayhall, 
chairman of the State Demo- 
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cratic 
Executive Committee, 
showed that Mrs. Wallace got 
480,841 votes, or 54 per cent 
of the total votes cast for all 
10 candidates. When tabulations 
ceased last week, she had 52.3 
per cent. 
Mrs. Wallace got more votes 
alone than her nine male foes 
together, which was 407,997. 
Atty. Gen. Richmond Flowers, 
who polled much of the new 
Negro vote, was runner up with 
172,386.

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CHARLESTON, W. Va. A P -- 
Form er Rep. Francis J. Love 
opposed 
retired 
industrial 
executive Harold G. Cutright 
in the West Virginia primary 
election today for the Republi­ 
can nomination to run against 
U.S. Sen. Jennings Randolph in 
November. 
Randolph had no opposition 
for renomination on the Demo­ 
cratic ticket. 
Love, a Wheeling lawyer, was 
favored over Cutright, who lives 
in the tiny central West Virginia 
community of Ivanhoe. 
Both 
men are 65. 
Elected to the 80th Congress 
from the 1st District in 1946, 
Love 
was 
renominated 
two 
years later but lost in the gener­ 
al election. Cutright switched to 
the Republican party after run­ 
ning last in a four-man Demo­ 
cratic primary contest for gov­ 
ernor two years ago. 
Also at stake were nomina­ 
tions for the state’s five seats in 
the U.S. House of Representa­ 
tives. The incumbents — four 
Democrats and one Republican 
--all were running again, only 
three with primary opposition.

In the 1964 term, the Court 
turned another constitutional 
guarantee of property rights 
Into a similar mirage In a 
complicated and little pub­ 
licized case, City of El Paso 
v. Simmons. In 1897, to sell 
a great deal of surplus public 
land, the Texas legislature pro­ 
vided that purchasers thereof 
who failed to pay Interest on 
the unpaid portion of the pur­ 
chase price would forfeit their 
lands to the State, but that they 
could get the land so forfeited 
back by paying acc rued overdue 
interest to the State, without 
time limit. However, In 1941, 
the Texas legislature passed a 
law forfeiting these rights of 
redemption In the case of pur­ 
chasers who did not exercise 
them for five years. After the 
five-year period ran out, a hold­ 
er of the right to such land 
brought suit to compel the State 
to allow him to redeem a piece 
of forfeited property, alleging 
that the new Texas five-year 
law impaired the obligation of 
contracts with the State In vio­ 
lation of Article I, Section IO 
of the United States Constitu­ 
tion.

Chief Justice 
Hughes, speaking for the ma­ 
jority, made clear that his de­ 
cision extended only to a 'tem ­ 
porary restraint of enforce­ 
ment" of contracts, and not 
their repudiation, and then only 
In times of "great public cala­ 
mity." Even so, the four pre- 
Roosevelt conservatives wrote 
a passionate dissent to any 
deviation from strict constitu­ 
tional law. By 1945, an emer­ 
gency was no longer necessary 
to postpone a remedy; mere­ 
ly a supposed possible future 
emergency, in reality an in­ 
convenient e, waa enough. 
The 1964 term was the year of 
the Great Leap Forward. For 
the first time, the Court held 
that a State not only could post­ 
pone the remedy, but actually 
could cut Into the right vested 
in the holder of the contract 
tntself. Mr. Justice White stated 
for the Court* "For it is not 
every modification of a con­ 
tractual promise that impairs 
the obligation of contract under 
Federal law. . . . " The gist of 
his opinion was that a State 
Could Impair the obligation of a 


were reasonable. As he put it; 
Laws which restrict a party to 
those gains reasonably to be 
expected from the contract are 
not subject to attack under the 
Contract Clause, notwithstand­ 
ing that they technically alter an 
obligation of a contract. 
Because there was a large 
amount of forfeited land that 
Texas wanted to resell, but 
which was tied up by the old 
contracts, he held that Texas 
could get rid of these contract- 
holders, thus eliminating the 
clouds on title to these lands, 
without paying them compensa­ 
tion 
under eminent domain. 
Texas was thus permitted to 
evaporate these clouds as the 
reasonable thing to do.

War and Inflation 
Are Related

WASHINGTON AP — So far 
In 1966 the two biggest argu­ 
m ents are over the war in Viet 
Nam and the danger of infla­ 
tion. They are not unrelated. 
The 
m ore 
the 
government 
spends on war, the m ore profits, 
p rices and wages are affected. 
Without the w ar, Inflation might 
seem m ore rem ote. 
President Johnson, trying to 
play cautious on how far to go 
with the w ar and how far to go 
to prevent inflation, Is making 
people sore in both cases. 
Instead of asking for a tax 
boost as a m ajor anti-inflation 
move, he has asked labor and 
business to take it easy. 
Easy m eans keeping 
down 
prices and big wage demands. 
These are his guidelines, volun­ 
tary action, requested of both 
sides. 
But there are argum ents on 
all sides: There should be direct 
government controls on prices 
and wages; there should be a 
tax Increase without other con­ 
tro ls; neither controls nor taxes 
are needed. 
. A few things that happened 
last 
week 
show the divided 
thinking, If not confusion. 
G ardner Ackley, chairm an of 
the P resident’s Council of Eco­ 
nomic A dvisers, asked whether 
it wasn’t tim e for business to 
pant a little le ss about profits. 
He 
asked: 
“ Does 
anyone 
imagine that labor will continue 
to show m oderation in its wage 


demands when prices and profit 
m argins 
are continually r is ­ 
ing?” 
But--m any recent wage se t­ 
tlem ents have substantially ex­ 
ceeded the guideline suggested 
for labor, that wage increases 
should be lim ited to 3.2 percent 
a year. Labor spokesmen are 
not satisfied with the guideline 
idea. 
One complaint they make: The 
guideline puts a suggested lid 
on w orkers while leaving the 
gate open for business profits, 
stock dividends and corporation 
executives* salaries. 
Businessm en complain John­ 
son’s guideline for them is fed­ 
era l interference In free en ter­ 
p rise. 
Some have expressed 
fear the tem porary restraint 
might become perm anent. 
Right behind Ackley 
came 
W illiam McChesney M artin J r., 
chairm an of the Federal Re­ 
serve Board which is not under 
Johnson’s 
thumb 
like 
the 
Council of Economic Advisers. 
M artin didn’t plead for re ­ 
straint. He said a tax Increase 
on corporations and individuals 
is needed now as an anti-infla­ 
tionary weapon. 
Then right behind came the 
secretary of the treasu ry , Hen­ 
ry H. Fowler, a m em ber of 
Johnson’s Cabinet. He raised a 
blinker light against M artin’s 
call for a tax increase now. 
His argum ent: The economic 
trends are still so unclear that 
a 
tax increase might be an 
“ o v er-cu re,” at least now. 


F or weeks the Johnson ad­ 
m inistration has been hemming 
and hawing about the need for a 
tax 
boost, 
putting

thought of action on it until in­ 
flation seem s more ominously 
close, if it gets closer. 
Since this is a congressional 
election year Johnson doesn’t 
have to have a political phy- 
chologist tell him that a tax 
in crease is not likely to make 
v oters happy.

WASHINGTON AP — So far 
In 1966 the two biggest argu­ 
ments are over the war In Viet 
Nam and the danger of Infla­ 
tion. They are not unrelated. 
The 
more 
the 
government 
spends on war, the more profits, 
prices and wages are affected. 
Without the war, Inflation might 
seem more remote. 
President Johnson, trying to 
play cautious on how far to go 
with the war and how far to go 
to prevent inflation, is making 
people sore In both cases. 
Instead of asking for a tax 
boost as a major ant I-lnfl at ion 
move, he has asked labor and 
business to take it easy. 
Easy means keeping 
down 
prices and big wage demands. 
These are his guidelines, volun­ 
tary action, requested of both 
skies. 
But there are arguments on 
all sides: There should be direct 
government controls on prices 
and wages; there should be a 
tax Increase without other con­ 
tro ls; neither controls nor taxes 
are needed. 
. A few things that hapjened 
last 
week 
show the divided 
thinking, lf not confusion. 
Gardner Ackley, chairman of 
the President's Council of Eco­ 
nomic Advisers, asked whether 
It wasn't time for business to 
pant a little less about profits. 
He 
asked: 
“ Does 
anyone 
imagine that labor will continue 
to show moderation In its wage 


demands when prices and profit 
margins 
are continually ris ­ 
ing?** 
But—many recent wage set­ 
tlements have substantially ex­ 
ceeded the guideline suggested 
for labor, that wage Increases 
should be limited to 3.2 percent 
a year. Labor spokesmen are 
not satisfied with the guideline 
idea. 
One complaint they make: The 
guideline puts a suggested lid 
on workers while leaving the 
gate open for business profits, 
stock dividends and corporation 
executives* salaries. 
Businessmen complain John­ 
son's guideline for them Is fed­ 
eral interference In free enter­ 
prise. 
Some have expressed 
fear the temporary restraint 
might become permanent 
Right behind Ackley 
came 
William McChesney Martin J r., 
chairman of the Federal Re­ 
serve Board which Is not under 
Johnson's 
thumb 
like 
the 
Council of Economic Advisers. 
Martin didn*t plead for re ­ 
straint. He said a tax increase 
on corporations and Individuals 
is needed now as an antl-lnfla- 
tlonary weapon. 
Then right behind came the 
secretary of the treasury, Hen­ 
ry H. Fowler, a member of 
Johnson's Cabinet. He raised a 
blinker light against M artins 
call for a tax Increase now. 
His argument: The economic 
trends are still so unclear that 
a 
tax increase might be an 
“ over-cure," at least now. 


For weeks the Johnson ad­ 
ministration has been hemming 
and hawing about the need for a 
tax 
boost, 
putting 
off 
any. 
thought of action on it until In­ 
flation seems more ominously 
close, lf it gets closer. 
Since this Is a c ongressional 
election year Johnson doesn’t 
have to have a political phy­ 
siologist tell him that a tax 
increase is not likely to make 
voters happy. 
But Johnson has a seldom- 
used 21-man Advisory Commit­ 
tee onLabor-Management Poli­ 
cy. He told it “ disquieting signs 
are ber inning to appear.** 
He called on it for advice, 
saying: “ I want you to ask 
yourselves: lf you were p resi­

"Land reform is the essence 
of human dignity and democ­ 
racy in Latin America," the 
New Y’ork Democrat said Mon­ 
day in a Senate speech. 
Kennedy predicted "a revolu­ 
tion is coming" In Latin Amer­ 
ica and said the United States 
can affect its character, but 
not Its Inevitability. 


He urged a cooperative effort 
between the Alliance for Prog­ 
ress and all nations of the West­ 
ern Hemisphere which wDl re ­ 
quire "revolutionary changes in 
the economic, social and politi­ 
cal systems of every Latin- 
American nation." 
Kennedy said 70 per cent of 
the people control less than 4 
per cent of the land In Latin 
America, whUe 90 per cent of 
the continent's land is con­ 
trolled by only 4 per cent of 
the landowners. 
"The dispossessed and the 
landless will not strive and sac­ 
rifice to Improve land they do 
not own, in whose proceeds they 
do not share," he said. 
The United States can help 
with the red 1st r tout ion, he said, 
with money and technology for 
training, schools, personnel and 
equipment to Improve Lattn- 
Amerlcan agriculture. 
Kennedy predicted the coming 
revolution "will be peaceful lf 
we are wise enough; compas­ 
sionate if we careenogh; suc­ 
cessful 
lf we are fortunate 
enough." 


Kennedy also urged more U.S. 
help—with money and people 
--to Improve education In Latin 
America.
